NEGRO entered the residence of 

Charles A. Buchanan, 95 Spring 

street, yesterday morning at 8:36 
o'clock, placed a pistol at the head of Mrs, 
Buchanan, who was alone, forced her to 
rook breakfast for him, robbed her of 
money, drank whisky from a bottle, 
strapped the woman to a bed, kindled a 
fire on the floor of the room and filed. 

Frightened until her reason was almost 
dethroned, Mrs. Buchanan obeyed the or- 
ders. of the negro, who kept the pistol 
cocked and close to her head. She thought 
to temporize with him might mean an es- 
cape from Geath. She showed him where 
the money was kept, cooked breakfast 
and sat still while he eat it. Not until 
he had left her strapped to the bed and 
she heard his retreating footfalls on the 
back porch did she raise’ a cry for help. 
That cry was heard and neighbors and 
firemen came in time tod extinguish the 
flames, but too late to capture the. flee- 

ing éutlaw. “ge ei RIE 

There was not another person in the 
house except Mrs. Buchanan. Her hus- 
band and two other men who reside in 
the house, had gone to their work and 
her little daughter was at school.- The 
negro was dovbtless aware of all this. 
He had either hidden himself in the yard 
or was loitering near the dwelling when 
the man left the house. 

Police and detectives were soon at work 
‘oh the case. They had secured a very 
good description of the negro from Mrs. 
Buchanan and every effort that was pos- 
sible was made to catch him. 

The news spread over the city and for 
hours nothing else was talked of on the 
streets, Crowds of men went to No. 95 
Spring street and during the morning and 
afternoon: stood in excited groups dis- 
cussing the affair. : 

Within the house Mrs. Buchanan lay 
upon a bed prostrated and attended by 
physician and friends. As the day wore 
on the physician pronounced her condition 
serious d she may not survive the ner- 
vous shock. 

A OF LAWLESSNESS . 
BREAKS THE RECORD 

Never before in the history of the city 
had\ such a bold act of lawlessness been 
committed. There fhad teen cases of 
white women assaulted and robbed on the 
public streets under cover of the night, 
but for a negro to enter a home in the 
gmorning when the sun was shining bright- 

; ly and people were passing on the streets, 
when neighbors all around and close at 
hand were up and astir, was a case of 
guch reckless, bold and defiant lawlessness 
as to stagger the credulity of police and 
citizens, 

The sanctity of the home had been in- 
vaded by a brute while the men who had 
to labor were away at work. At an hour 
when women feel protected by the light 
of the sun .and by the nearness of neigh- 
bors: and friends, this negro fiend had en- 
tered the house and with insolent brutality 
coerced qa timid, frightened woman into 
becoming his menial, and not satisfied 
with that he fastened her cowering form 
so she could not give an alarm as he re- 
treated from the scene. And as if that 
humiliation were not enough, he added 
another and final act to enjoy the fright 
of his victim by leaving the flames to 
torture the helpless woman. 

No. 9% Spring street is a five-room house 
with a front porch, a back porch: a hall 
amd a.small apartment used as a kitchen. 
In the house resides Charles A. Buchanan, 
his wife and daughter, Mamie, aged 
twelve years; Walter S. Davis, advertis- 
ing agent, and W. A. Wood, cornet play- 
er in Lilly’s orchestra. The families. of 

-Mr. Wood and Mr. Davis are away from 
the city on a visit, ; 

Buchanan works with a jewelry manvy- 
facturing company at No. 3% Whitehall 
street. 

WAS AT HOME AIONE 
' AT.THE TIMD 

Yesterday morning Davis and Wood 
Jeft the house about 8 o’clock and a few 
minutes later the little girl started to 
the Williams street school, 

Mrs. Buchanan, who has recently been 
il] with the grip, was not feeling well, 
but she was attending to her household 
duties as best she could. She was in a 
front bed room on the north side of the 
house and she left that room to enter an 
adjoining apartment, which is-used as a 
bed room and dining room. Just as she

stepped through the door she was con- 
fronted with a pistol thrust into her face, 
and she looked up to see a tall, black 
negro standing in the center of the apart- 
ment. 

“If you scream or make any noise,”’ 
said the negro, “I wil! kill you.” 

Trembling with fright the helpless wo- 
man kept silent. 

The negro informed her that he had 
come after money and Mrs. Buchanan 
told him. her pocketbook was in the top 
drawer of the dresser. He told her to 
open the drawer and get it, and she did 
so. The negro kept the pistol cocked and 
pointed at the woman's head all the time 
he was in the room. He made her wait 
upon him in order that he could keep 
the weapon fn that position. 
THOUGHT NEGRO WOULD 

LEAVE AFTER STEALING 

Mrs. Buchanan afterwards stated to her 
husband that she thought by obeying the 
negro he would take what-money he could 
get ani leave, 

Placing the money in his pocket, the 
negro glanced about him, and then said 
he was hungry and wanted something to 


eat. 

With the pistol still pointed at her head 
and her footsteps dogged by the negro, 
Mrs. Buchanan went from the dining 
room into the kitchen, where she cooked 
eggs and placed them on the dining table. 
As soon as he had eaten, the negro called 
for hard boiled: eggs, and when these 
were cooked. he placed them_in his coat 
pocket. He started toward the door of 
the dining room,, and, glancing back, he 
detected Mrs. Buchanan in the act of 
turning hastily toward the door leading 
to the front hall. This caused him to 
suddenly change his mind. He wheeled 
about, picked up a leather strap, such 
as school children use to hold their books, 
and fastened it about Mrs. Buchanan’s 
wrists, bound it to the foot of the bed 
and again started to leave. Once more 
he paused as his eye fell upon a bottle of 
whisky on the mantel shelf. He picked 
up the bottle and drained it. He took 
one of the hard boiled eggs from his pock- 
et and deliberately sat down and ate it. 

Lying upon the bed with ther hands 
Buchanan closed her eyes 
and waited. 

Finishing the egg, the negro got up, 
piled some loose paper near the bed and 
set it on fire with a match. This was 
done with the purpose to either burn the 
woman or add to her fright. 

Then he left the room. As he passed 


by the kitghen he stopped long enough 
to touch the match, which_he still held 


lighted in his hand, to a window cur- 
tain. 

He -walked down the back steps, the 
same way he had. entered, and disap- 
peared. 

HER CRIES FOR HELP 
WERE HEARD TOO LATE 

As soon as she felt certain he was. gone, 
Mrs. Buchanan broke the straps which 
bound her, and, running to a window, 
cried out for help. Then she ran to the 
front porch and called for help. A trolley 
car was passing and the motorman made 
a quick stop and passengers on the car 
hurried-te-the house. 

In the meantime Bert McDonald, son 
of A. EB. McDonald, of No. 97 Spring 
street, had heard Mrs. Buchanan's cries, 
and he was the first person to reach her 
side. As quickly as possible she told what 
had occurred, and when the dreadfu) 
story was told, she fell fainting upon the 
floor of her room. 

For half an hour the negro fiend had 
remained in the house. 

For thirty long minutes, that seemed 
an age to the poor woman, he nad held 
his pistol near her head and had kept 
her in momentary dread that she would 


be murdered. When at last the nerveus 


strain was over she fell and was' pickea 
up in an almost dying condition. 

Dr. J. W. Mitchell was called by tele- 
phone and he administered an anodyne 
to quiet the patient, but on account of 
the nervous excitement she had under-+ 
gone, her heart was too much affected to 
stand any great amount of opiates. For 
hours she lay on: her bed tossing ana 
moaning as if in delirium. 

When the cry of fire was raised Fire- 
men Neil Baldwin and Charles Austin, 
from No, 8 engine house, responded, and 
with little trouble extinguished the flames. 
A piace had been burned in the carpet

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BLACK FIEND TORTURES WHITE W¢ 
‘FOUR SUSPECTS NOW UNDER ARREST 
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MRS. CHARLES A. BUCHANAN, 
Victim of the Atrocious Assault by,an Unknown Negro. 
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After Desperate Search’ 


Police Have Locked Up 


Four Suspects---Officers Still Scouring 
Dives of City for Guilty Party. 


S soon as the police were notified 
A that a white woman had been the 

victim of a negré brute immediate 
and strenuous efforts were made to ap- 
prehend the man described by Mrs. Buc- 
hanan. 

Chief Manly and Captain Jennings or- 
‘ganized squads of men on horseback, on 
bicycle and on foot. .All the city detec- 
tives were put on the;case. 

Bloodhounds were secured at the coun- 
ty convict camp to track a _ suspiciqus 
negro who had been seen running toward 
the woods in the western part of the city. 

Citizens watched the chase by the police 
with great interest and they kept making 
inquiries if the right man had been cap- 
tured. 

Four arrests were made and the search 
was kept up until a late hour last night, 
Captain Bal] beginning where Captain 
Jennings left off. Captain Jennings was 
at the barracks last night assisting in the 
work of capture. 

Never did the police of Atlanta make 
more earnest efforts to capture a crimi- 
nal than they are making to catch the 
negro who invaded a home and treated a 
white "woman with fiendish brutality. 
OFFICER DODD WAS FIRST 

TO REACH THE SCENE 

Officer Dodd was the first policeman to 
reach the scene. He was given ail the 
facts and a description of the negro as 
furnished by Mrs. Buchanan. He found 
that the negrd in running away had 
dropped the empty purse in the back 
yard. 

Just how the negro ente1ed the premises 
or how he left is not known. There is a 
large vacant lot fronting on Luckie 
street and running back to No, 95 Spring 
street, ending with a stone terrace. There 


23 no fence between the Jot and the back 


yard of No. 95 Spring. 
The officer believes the negro’ entered 
the yard from the vacant iot and left in 


the same way. The amount of money 
taken was $3 or $4. 

Dodd telephoned the news to the police 
barracks and gave a description of the 
negro. Bicycle officers, call officers and 
inounted police were all put to work on 
the case, Chief Manly made a trip around 
the city in his Buggy and Captain Jen- 
nings followed a trail on horseback out 
Spring street to the woods where a negro 
had been seen going. Officers Dodd and 
Kilpatrick followed the same trail, but 
the. negro wanted was not found. 
FOUR ARRESTS MADE 

DURING THE AFTERNOON 

Officer McEntyre and Detective Walton 
arrested a negro who was believed to fill 
the description. The negro gave his name 
as Abe McCaw and was locked up on sus- 
picion. 

Officer Gloer arrested Lon Wilillams, 
who looked like the negro, and at the 
same time he arrested George Williams, 
Lon’s brother, the two being together 
when found. 

Officer Poole arrested Georgé CuNen, 
who was believed to bear a striking re- 
semblance to the man ‘who entered the 
Buchanan home. 

Detective Harris arrested Will Madison, 
who filled the description in some re- 
spects. 

It is not belleved, however, 
right negro was among the four. 

All the negroes suspected will have to 
be taken before Mrs. Buchanan, who has 
stated that she will be able to identify 
the right man. 

Two or three other negroes were taken 
in custody, but they were not locked up. 
DESCRIPTION IS GIVEN 

OF THE ASSAULTER 


The police have no clew to work upon 
save the description of the negro as fur- 
nished by Mrs. Buchanan. Although near- 
ly prostrated with fright while the negro 
was in the house, she says every feature 
of his face fs indelibly impressed upon 
her memory.

Washington, Sictuahine “he ttien report 
of the special committee of the house 
which investigated the employment rolls 
was made public’ today by Chairman 
Moody. It says that ‘‘some of the faults 
observed in tha administration of the 
matters of the house are attributable to 
the persistence of members of the house 
in urging upon the officers the appoint- 
ment of their constituents and friends 
to subordinate places,. and that such 
faults are deeply rooted, of long stand- 
ing, and likely to continue under the ad- 
ministration ‘of any political party as 
long as such a system is maintained.”’ 
Tie committee finds nothing to criticise 
the house postoffice or sergeant at 
arms’ office. Of the offices of the clerk 
and doorkeeper the committee reports 
that they “found in both departments 
eertain abuses which may be grouped un- 
der three heads, namely, transfers of 
employees from the duties of the posi- 
tions to which they were appointed, to 
other duties; unjustifiable payments of 
compensation to employees while absent 
from their posts of duty, and divisions of 
salaries.”’ 
Under each heading the conimittee spec- 
ifies a number of individual instances. 


The committee says that the amount of 
absenteeism is very considerable. It is 
stated that one. employee has not worked 
over six months in the nearly four years 
during which he has drawn pay, and has 
not been in Washington for eleven or 
twelve months. Many cases of contri- 
butions by employees of salaries arg men- 
tioned,. one of them in the last congress 
being $1,600 annually out of a salary of 
$3,600. It is explained that these contri- 
butions went toward egualizing salaries 
of other employees. The committee finds 
no evidence of the practice of assessment, 
contribution or division of salaries in the 
present congress. 

The commission says in conclusion: 

‘We believe that the abuses and evil 
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practices which have, by long continu- | 


ance, grown up under the present system 
of appointment by house employees can- 
not be fully and completely prevented ex- 
cept by a -ermanent statute which shall 
properly and equitably adjust compensa- 
tion and employment and specifically pre- 
vent the abuses which have been herein 
reported.”’

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CHIEF MANLY ORDERS 
OF LOITERERS IN CITY LIMITS 


- 


HE police authorities have been 
Tt aroused to the necessity of begin- 
ning a crusade against the horde of 
idle vagrants who are infesting the city. 

The recent numerous cases of highway 
robbery, in which the victims were white 
women and the robbers negro men, cul- 
minating yesterday in the brutal attack 
upon Mrs. Charles A. Buchanan at No. 
% Spring street, have caused the chief of 
police and his officers to recognize the 
necessity of acting at once. 

Chief Manly has issued a special order 
to arrest all vagrants. Captain Ball, of 
the evening watch, has given a statement 
to The Constitution as to the cause of 
so many cases of lawlessness on the part 
of negroes. 

Within ten days there havé been a 
half dozen cases in which white women 
have been waylaid in their own yards or 
robbed on the streets, and cases in which 
négroes have boldly entered houses in 
faylight have been reported. 

Three cases were reported one evening 
last week in which three white women 
were seized and robbed by three negroes

in different portions of the city. 
Added to these there have been several 
cases of pocketbook snatching and in 
every case white women were followed 
and robbed by negro men. 
The following is the chief’s special or- 
der: 

The officers and members of the po- 
lice foree are ordered to arrest and 
make cases against all persons on their 
beats found idling and loitering, both 
negroes and whites. The depredations 
being committed in the city of late, 
especially by worthless negroes, are 
getting to be too numerous and it 
must be broken up. The captains and 
sergeants will see that the members 
of their respective watches strictly en- 
force this order by locking up all 
idlers. and loiterers found on their 
beats. W. P.. MANLY,

Captain Ball, ‘who has cHarge of the 


fvening watch and who has had all of 


the highway robberies to deal with re- 
cently, was asked last night what was the 
cause of so -many cases of negroes at- 
tacking white women, 


“The cause is very plain to me;” re-

plied the captain. “There are in Atlanta 
over a thousand worthless negroes who 
never work a day in the week. They 
loaf about the saloons and poolrooms, 
drinking mean whisky and garbling. 
They want money to get whisky and to 
bet with. As they do not work, they 
must steal. With a drink of mean liquor 
they are ready to commit any crime to 
get a dollar. The negro who entered Mrs. 
Buchanan’s house was drinking. Such 
characters when sober are arrant cow- 
ards, but when full of whisky they are 
bold and brutal. So long as the horde 
of idle negroes are loafing about the city 
such lawlessness must be expected. The 
police cannot guard every house in the 
city and the outlaws watch the officers on 
their beats and commit their robberies 
when they know there is no officer in 
sight. A policeman to every block in the 
city could scarcely prevent such crimes. 
The remedy lies in striking at the root of 
the trouble and that is to place the worth- 
less negro vagrants where they cannot 
steal and cannot harm our wives and 
daughters”

House, However, Seems To Have 6 
Bit the Better of the Compro- 
mise—Bill Takes Effect 
July *™:—List of Re- 
ductions. 


Washington, February 2%—The con- 
ferees of the senate and house upon the 
war reduction bill today announced ths 
result of their deiiberations upon that 
measure. It shows a compromise . all 
along the lines of the bill, the changes im 
the present law being as follows: 

Tobacco—Twenty per cent discount of 
the original tax of 12 cents per pound as 
against 25 per cent reduction as fixed by 
the senate and none as the bill passed the 
house. The rate agreed upon will make 
the tax $9.60 per. 100 pounds, as stated in 
these dispatches vesterday. 

Cigars—On those weighing more than 
three pounds per 1,000 the-house rate of 
%o per 19 was retained as against $3.30 
as fixe! by the senate and $3.60 as in the 
present law. On those weighing less than 
three pounds “per thousand the ‘senate 
rate of 18 cents per pound was allowed to 
stand against the rate of $1 per thousand 
°s fixed by the existing law, which was 
not disturbed by the hovse. 

Cizgarettes—On those weighing not more 
than three pounds per thousand the sen- 
ate action fixing the rate at 18 cents, per 
round prevailed. The house did mot 
change the existing law.

He 
told a straight story and was not dark 
enough to answer the description furnish- 
ed by Mrs. Buchanan. 

Will Madison told a number of contra- 
dictory stories about himself, but he ap- 
peared to be frightened, as he had been 
informed what he was wanted for. He 
said he had heard of the affair at No. 95 
Spring street, a white man named Brooks 
having told him about it at 6 o’clock in 
the morning. He was “placed _ in 
one of the safety cells at the 
Tower, to be held under Instructions 
from the chief of police. City detectives 
and jail officals did not believe Madison 
was the right man. 

Last night Chief Manly issued an or- 
der for a special detail to report at the 
policé barracks and the men were there 
shortly after 8 o’clock.

Two of Them Came to Savannah and 
Reported the Crime — They 
Brought ihe Masks of 
Two of the Lynchers 
with Them.

Savannah, Ga., February 28.—(Spectal.) 
John Moody, a negro, was hung and his 
body riddled with bullets in Bryan coun- 
ty last night. The deed was done hy 
whitecaps. who did not let ‘their -bloody 
work stop with the killing of Moody, but 
turned their attention to another. negro, 
whom they beat severely. 

The story of the outrage was brought 
to Savannah by two farmers of Bryan 
county, living near Burroughs, and just 
beyond the line of Chatham county. The 
farmers came to Savannah to induce the 
United States authorities to take up the 
case, as they feared that justice could 
not be secured from the state authorities 
in Bryan county. 

Assistant District Attorney W. R. Leak- 
en was sought by the farmers, both of 
whom. were white men of reputation and 
standing in their community.. They told 
him of the outrage, saying that Moody 
had been employed by one of them to 
work on his farm. It seems that Moody 
Was under contract to another farmer 
of the neighborhood to work out a certain 
term with him. Incensed by the negro 
leaving him to go to the other, the far- 
mer who first employed him organized a 
band of his friends, all of them sworn 
to punish the negro. Each member of 
the band thoroughly disguised himself 
and at dead of night they rode to the 
p'antation to which Moody had removed. 
They went to Moody’s house and drag- 
ged him forth. To ‘a tr@e that Stood 
conveniently near they hanged aim, and 
shots were fired into his body. Another 
negro, who was found in the house, was 
whipped. It was disclosed that a suit in 
the justice court had been brought by 
Moody against his old employer for wages 
due him. He had gained judgment, be- 
ing awarded the amount for which he 
sued, less the value of supplies he had 
received. 

Mr. Leaken informed the farmers that 
the United States authorities could take 
no hand in the matter, as it was one 


for the concern of the state courts, .The. 


farmers said the sheriff of the county 
Was after the lynchers, but they did not 
seem to place much reliance in any ef- 
forts that would be made in Bryan to 
apprehend and bring to justice the men 
who had perpetrated the outrage, 

Two masks were carried by the farm- 
ers. They said they had been dropped 
at the scene of the lynching by the white- 
caps. Each of the masks was marked 
with the name of a citizen of that section 
of Bryan county, and it is said they will 

afford valuable evidence if the case is 
brought to trial. 


That Is Question Asked by Rev. 
Orne About Criminal Youths. 


Savannah, Ga., February 28.—(Special.) 
“I found two youthful criminals in 
Chatham jail this morning,” ‘said Rev. 
Orne, of Syracuse, N. Y., who is visiting 
the prisoners of the south and looking 
into the matter. ‘There is Louis Purdy, 
age eleven years, and David Stanley, also 
eleven years old. These are bright, good- 
Jooking white boys, who are now held 
on: charges of burglary. One of them 
tells me that he was also arrested for 
breaking into the Elks’ fair. What is to 
become of these boys? At night they 
are locked in the cells. In the day they 
are associated with crooks and criminals. 
When your superior court meets, if they 
are convicted and sent to the chaingang 
or poor farm, they will become con- 
firmed criminals. Your state or county 
has no juvenile reformatory, or, as I 
would call it, industrial school for chil- 
dren of>thia class. There is no chance 
to reclaim them.”’ 

Rev. Orne’s plan is for the state to es- 
tablish an industrial school, where de- 
pendent children can be sent and where 
much of the crime could be prevented.

AUGUSTA’S WATER EXCELLENT 


That Is the Report of Professor 
White, Who Analyzed It. 
Augusta, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
Since the new filtering plan for Augusta's 
waterworks has been in use there has 
been complaint by some people that the 
alum employed remained in the water in 
injurious qvantities, and while the river 
water had been made transparent, its 
purity and wholesomeness had been im- 
paired. To settle the matter, a sample 
was drawn from a faucet in the city ana 
sent to Professor H. C. White, of the 
state university for complete chemical 
and facteriolical analysis. After fur- 
nishing the details of the analysis, Pro- 
fessor White concludes with the state- 
ment: “This is a properly filtered water, 
showing no excess of the coaguient (alum) 
employed. -\It is absolutely pure by sani- 
tary. standards, and is of excellent qual- 
ity, and suftable for drinking, steam and 

manufacturing purposes.”’ |

SENT IN HIS RESIGNATION 


Captain Dunn To Leave Command 
of Riflemen. 


CAUSES A STIR IN BRUNSWICE 


Trouble in the Company Grew Out of 
the Nomination of a Second 
Lieutenant, 


Brunswick, Ga., February 28.—(Special.) 
A genuine sensation 1s ‘looked for here 
in military circles. It will follow the 
resignation of Captain Frank A. Dunn. 
which was mailed to. headquarters this 
morning. At the meeting of the Rifle-. 
men last night the resignation was read 
before the company, and came some-., 
what as a surprise’to micst-.df-the mém- 
bers, who are ignorant. of what has been 
going on. ' | 

It is learned that a petition has been 
circulated asking Captain Dunn to resign. 
It was signed by only a few of the mem- 
bers and was never presented to him, 
but he heard of the work being done 
by some disgruntled members and _re- 
signed. 

It is understood, however, that before 
his resignation takes effect, he will re- 
port the conduct of these members to 
the adjutant general and a courtmartial 
will probably be called, as is usually 
the case when members of a military 
company ask or intimate to an officer 
to resign. 

Captain Dunn was elected in January. 
1900, and has made an excellent officer. 
He devoted most of his time to the or- 
ganization, and was considered one of 
the best commanding officers in the Geor- 
gia state troop. He has served as a lieu- 
tenant in the Knights of Pythias, as an 
ensign in the naval reserves, and was 
second lieutenant in the Riflemen when 
war was declared with Spain and served 
until the company’ was mustered out. 

The trouble now existing among the 
members of the company grew out of 
the nomination of a second lNeutenant 
held here some. time ago. The election 
was ordered by Captain Dunn and there 
were two candidates in the field—Mr. 
Henry Peerson and Mr. Harry Miller. 
The members were badly divided, and a 
stubborn fight was waged, Mr. Miller 
being elected by only a.few votes. The 
defeated faction then raised such a howl 
that Mr. Miller refused to accept the 
nomination, and no one.has ever been 
selected. Captain Dunn last night called 
an election for March 7th, at which time 
officers will be nominated for ‘the two 
lieutenants’ places,

RAILROAD WRECK AT.GRIFFIN. 


Two Engines Collide While Switch- 
ing Cars. 

Griffin, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
A wreck occurred at the junction of the 
Central and Southern railroads in this 
city at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon, which 
did considerable damage. The Central 
passenger from Carrollton, due here at 
5:15, was switching around the “Y,” the 
northbound Southern freight, engine No. 
647, was switching in the yards. Captain 
Littleton, who was standing on the back 
platform of his train, saw’the Southern 
tra backing from him and gave the 
signal to his engineer, C. O. Bradbury, 
to cross the junction.

Savannah, Ga., February 28.—(Special.,) 
Two contracts of conditional sale, in- 
volving the purchase by the seaboard Air- 
Line railroad of twenty-five new ten- 
whee] freight locomotives of the most 
approved construction and representing a 
total outlay. of $336,625, have been filed for 
record in the office of the clerk of the 
superior court here. The engines are to 
be made by the Richmond Locomotive 
and Machine Works, of Richmond, Va., 


in which corporation title to them is re-: 


served until the payment of the last in- 
stallment of the purchase money. There 
are two contracts of sale, one for fifteen 
engines, at a cost of $13,425 each, and the 
other for ten engines at the same price. 
Both contracts contain the same pro- 
visions, the “only difference being in the 
amounts of the cash and deferred pay- 
ments to be made. All the engines were 
to have been delivered during the month 
of December of last year, but as the con- 
tracts of conditional sale have just been 
filed for record, it is inferred that there 
was some unavoidable delay. 

On the first contract it is provided that 
$21,375.06 shall be paid in cash, and $,394.76 
every month thereafter 
months. On the second contract the cash 
payment is $14,250.25 .and t monthly 
payments, also extending over thirty-six 
months, $3,596.60 each. The notes-repre- 
senting these monthly payments are to 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent 
per annum from the average date of de- 
livery of the engines. 

It is provided in the contracts that the 
engines and tenders sold shall not be used 
by the purchaser outside the states of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama, through 
which the Seaboard Air-Line is operated.

His father was a hard-working man, 
who, for twenty-five years, had carried 
faithfully a carrier rgute for the Tele- 
graph. Levi was practically worthless. 
He demanded that he should be supported 
by his father, though he did odd jobs 
now and then. This morning his father 
drove him out of the house. Levi walit- 
ed until the father came through the gate 
on. the way to The Telegraph office. He 
set upon him and sgabbed him several 
times, and left him @ead. The weapon 
was a sharp-bladed pocket knife. He 
then went out to his grandmother's resi- 
dence and called her. She refused to 
come to the door. He then ran to the 
house of the Lockett woman, entered 
and built a fire. There were two women 
in the bed. He waited for some time, and 
they did not awake. He then went to 
the bed and thrust the knife into the wo- 
man’s back, penetrating the heart. She 
mdde one cry and died. The coroner 
held an inquest over both bodies, and re- 
turned a verdict charging Levi Carroll 
with the crime. The recorder today 
turnéd the prisoner over to the county 
authorities, and he is now in jail.

QLD SCHEME HAS REVIVED 


At Work on the Three C’s at Spar- 
tanburg._ 


AUGUSTA TO BLACKSBURG, 8. C. 


Large Force of Hands at Work Near 
Union—Conjectures as to 
Object of It. 


Spartanburg, 8. C., February 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The old Three Cs railroad scheme 
has very suddenly taken on great vigor. 
After ten years’ Work has been resumed. 
No one tn this section knew anything of 
the revival until a large force of handégs 
were seen at work on the old survey~- 

C. L. Kingsley,-an engineer of the South 
Carolina and Georgia extension road, has 
charge of the work. He does not tell any 
plans and says he has not been informed 
of the object of the work. He received 
on Saturday night a telegram from Colo- 
nel Samuel Hunt, president of the existing 
South Carolina and Georgia extension 
road, ordering him to get to work imme- 
diately on the original survey from Au- 
gusta, Ga., to Blacksberg, 8. C. He was 
instructed to use several forces and rush 
work. He commenced two miles from 
Union. His instructions were entirely un- 
expected by him, 

The people are puzzled, not being sure 
of the object of this surveying move, 
Some think it is a move on the part of 
the holders of the charter to save the 
charter and rights of way, which were to 
expire on March list unless work was 
commenced before that time, Eight years . 
will be allowed in which to complete the 
work. k 

Others think that it is really intended to 
complete this road. It was surveyed over 
ten years ago to run through Edgefield. 
Saluda, Newberry and Union counties and 
into Cherokee... ‘This was to be a@ part of 
the Carolina, Cincinnati and Chicago 
road. All that is visible of that great 
scheme is a road twenty miles of road 
running and several miles of grading. 

Engineer Kingsley says the road can 
easily be completed, the work done ten 
years ago being good, The most work is 
to be done between Union and Newberry. 

There is an impression that the South- 
ern is behind the scheme. It would be 
an admirable freight line, running 
through good, sections now inadequately 
supplied with roads.. Others think the 
Seaboard is in the pian. 

The railroad men claim to know nothing 
of the scheme. Union people are in high 
hopes. 

A woman nineteen years old is in the 
county jail and is charged with arson.

WILLIAM M. EVARTS DEAD 


| Styled “Grand Old Man” of Ameri- 


can Legal Profession. 


CAREER WAS ILLUSTRIOUS 


Served. in Two Cabinets and Sitso in 
United States Senate—Aged 
Eighty-three. 


New York February 28.—William M. 
Evarts died at his home in this city at 
9 o’clock this morning, aged eighty-three. 
His death was caused by pneumonia. For 
several years he has been too feeble’ to 
leave his home. Up to the time of death 
he was the nominal head of the law firm 
of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, although 
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for many years he had not been in active 
practice. 


Mr. Evarts began sinking at 4 o'clock 
this morning and lost comsciousness two 
hours, and growing g@radually weaker till 
9:10 o'clock, when he breathed his last. 
His wife and four sons and four daughters 
were present at the end. The funeral 
will take place Saturday and interment 
will be at Windsor, vt. 


William M. Evarts, who was styled “the 
grand old man” of the American legal 
profession, celebrated the eighty-third 
anniversary of his birth on Wednesday 
last. He spent the day in his o.d-fash- 
loned home at the corner of Second ave- 
nue and Seventeenth street, in New 
York. Many were the distinguishe?d men 
of New York who called there to celici- 
tate Mr. Evarts on his triumph over time, 
although al] of them would have been 
pleased to see him standing out against 
its destructive siege more stoutly. 

Mr. Evarts had lost the use of his eyes 
almost wholly. He was recently com- 
pelled to give up his walks, which for 
many years were his main source of ac- 
tivity and delight. Yet he was not un- 
cheerful, and if age had been able to rob 
him of some of his bodily faculties, it left 
his mind strong and clear and his sunny 
disposition unclouded. . Every day Mr. 
Evarts had the daily newspapers read to 
him. He also followed the literature of 
the magazines, especially the heavy ones, 
and his mind was active with the affairs 
of the law firm of which he was a mem- 
ber, although he could not personall} see 
clients. Last Wednesday night there was 
a reunion of the family at the Evarts 
home, and a few old friends spent the 
evening there and indulged in reminiscent 
conversation. 

Mr. Pvarts was born in Boston when 


the last century was seventeen years ands 


one month old. In the convention of 1860 
he proposed the name of William H. Sew- 
ani for the presidency. He was attorney 
general under President Jolinson, secreta- 
ry of state during the administration of 
Presiijent Hayes, a member of the mone- 
tary conference at Paris in 1881 and 
United States senator from 1885 to 1891.

TOO MUCH FOR THE TREASURY. 


Too Many ‘Appropriatiorts. 

Monegomery, Ala., February 28:—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The legislature has only three more 
days to hold. It has spent forty-seven 
days and a good many hundred thousand 
dollars of the neople’s money since the 
session commenced and scarcely anything 
of importance has been accomplished. 
Everything that it was possible to sub- 
ject to taxation has been taxed to meet 
the largely increased annual oppropria- 
tions, and at this late day it becomes ap- 
parent that too much has been appropri- 
ated for the treasury to stand. 

Mr. Clark, of Mcbile, and Harrison, of 
Lee, have now caused to be introduced 
into the house and senate bills which 
propose to delegate to the governor, the 
auditor and the treasurer the authority 
to’ dump the agricultural and al other 
funds of the state into one pile, determine 
the size of the pile and prorate it among 
the beneficiaries of the assembly... The 
prorata bill impresses the average citizen 
as a unique piece of proposed legislation. 
The two houses will be forced by it to 
confess their profligacy and the probabil- 
ities are the bill will not pass. Many 
doubt the constitutionality, as well as the 
wisdom, of the bills, as they, in effect, 
delegate to three gentlemen, who are not 
members of the assembly, the power to 
repeal the acts of the law-making bodies 
of the state.

CONFERENCE .OF OIL MEN.

Agreement as to Body of Oil—No 

. Trast Contemplated. 

Louisville, Ky., February 28—The secret 
conference of cotton seed oil men and 
the refiners, which has been in progress 
at the Galt house for the past two days, 
ended tonight, and so far as could be 
learned an agreement was reached be- 
tween the producers and the refiners as 
to what should constitute the chemical 
body of the oil. It is in nowise a combi- 
nation of the refiners against the pro- 
ducers, but it is an effort on the part of 
the refiners to get a bette; grade of oil 
from the producers. No figures or prices 
of any kind were discussed at the con- 
ference, but the refiners left with the im- 
pression that in the future they would 
get a better grade of oil at the same 
figure they have been paying for a grade 
they now consider inferior. 

The agreement reached today will be 
forwarded to the exchanges in Memphis, 
New Orlgans, Sherman, Tex., and New 
York. The chemists of these exchanges 
will make an analysis of the oils sepa- 
rately and tabulate a report on (he 
proper way to deliver oils. They will then 
have a meeting and discuss the ques.uon 
jointly and make a report which will be 
submitted to this conference, and if 
sanctioned by it, it is satd the standard 
will be adopted for every section of the 
country. ' 

Chairman Aubright said tonight: 


“Some kind of a chemica] basis must be 
established between the producer and the 
refiner so that the arbitration of quality 
can be made uniform and a standard be 
established which whi dv away with so 
much of the inferior oil produced. ‘che 
oils will have to be graded ona scientific 
basis and we have left this basis to the 
chemists of the merchants’ exchange at 
Memphis; the produce exchange of New 
York: the Interstate Cotton Seed Crush- 
ers’ Association ‘and the Texas Cotton 
ix)4 Crushers’ Association. They will 
harmonize the oils And will arrange the 
standard grades, and I have no doubt 
that their report will be entirely, satisfac- 
tory to the members of this conference.”

Louisville, Ky., February 28.—(Special.) 
Atlanta will play a prominent part in the 
twenty-eighth triennial conclave of 
Kimgtts Templar to be held in Louts- 
ville August 27th to 3th. next.

The central 
location of Louisville makes certain the 
largest attendance next August in the 
history of Templary. Every gtate in the 
south has arranged for its ‘grand com- 
mandery to make the pilgrimage and 
there is no doubt but that the south will 
be better represented at the conclave in 
Louis@ille than ever before.

Louisville expects to pluy the part of 
host in the right way next August. Fifty 
committees, composed of the best known 
business men of the city, are actively en- 
gaged on the preliminaries, An entertain- 
ment fund of $100,000 has been raised, 
which -will be spent in providing a pro- 
gramme of attractions never before at- 
tempted at a eonclave. Between $25,000 
and $40,000 will be spent on illumination 
and decoration alone. Among the unique 
things proposed in this line are a quad- 
ruple arch and a floral arch. The former 
will likely be erected at the intersection 
of Fourth and Jefferson streets at a cost 
of $7,000, requiring 5,000 incandescents to 
light it. Four massive anciént armored 
knights at the corners will hold aloft a 
mammoth cross and crown elghty-two 
feet in height.

Monday will be devoted to meeting 
at the depots the thousands of arriving 
knights and escorting them to their quar- 
ters, a duty to be performed by the Ken- 
tucky Templars and the entire’ state 
guard. The big parade, with 30,000 uni- 
formed knights.and 1% bands of music in 
line, will be Tuesday’s feature. On Wed- 
nesday the competitive drill will be con- 
ducted at Churchill Downs, where the fa- 
mous Kentucky derby is run every spring. 
This’ will bring together the crack Temp- 
lar corps of the country. It is the first 
competitive drill since the conclave at 
San Francisco in 1883. Five handsome 
sterling silver trophies will be awarded 
the successful contestants. in connection 
with this drill all the Kentucky com- 
‘manderies have appointed sponsors—the 
most beautiful ladies to be found in the 
several jurisdictions. They will appear 
on the drill grounds to welcome each 
team as it goes on the field, and also at 
the horse ‘show building at night, when 
the avard of the prizes will be made the 
occasion of a very swell social entertain- 
ment. There will be a Borse aisplay at 
the Jockey Club grounds on Thursday, at 
which only the equine aristocracy of the 
Blue Grass state will be on exhibition. 
Here will be shown the Kentucky horse— 
thoreughbred, trotter and pacer—at his 
best. under saddle or in harness. For Fri- 
day the executlve committee has under 
consideration the advisability of giving a 
monster cakewalk and band concert. The 
programme for the night entertainments 
includes, besides the drill awards already 
mentioned, a grand ball at Confederate 
hall, which will accommodate 15,000 of the 
chivalry of America as dancers and spee- 
tators; a moonlight reception and lawn 
fete at the Masonic Widows and Orphans’ 
Home, the pioneer institution of the kind 
in this country; excursions up the Ohio 
river, and seyeral public and private re- 
ceptions to the distinguished guests, 
among ‘whom will probably be President 
Mé@Kinley, Speaker Henderson, Rear Ad- 
nee Schley and Hon. James D. Rich- 
afdson, sovereign grand commander of 
the southern jurisdiction of Scottish Rite 
Masonry. 

Louisville is prepared to take care of 
150,000 visitors during the conclave. Thir- 
ty hotels, 28 boarding hauses, several 
private homes, a camp for 4,000, a sleeping 
car park for 3,000 and all the river pack- 
ets then in the local harbor have been 
placed with the hotel committee, which is 
filling them up rapidly.

There is more strife among the republi- 
cans of Alabama. Judge Buckley, post- 
master at }_ontgomery, is to be a candi- 
date for the Ahird auditorship of the 
treasury department, the position now 
held by Colonel William Youngblood, of 
that state. This candidacy of Judge 
Buckley is evidence that the faction 
headed by State Chairman Vaughn pro- 
poses to fight Colonel Youngblood to the 
death. Vaughn has all the time de- 
clared that he did not propose to make a 
fight on any of the present federal office 
holders, even if they were arrayed 
against him in the contest for the control 
of party, but it is evident that he is 
back of Judge Buckley’s candidacy, if 
he is not the inspiration of it. 

The only other fight that has yet oc- 
curred in the appointment of federal pay 
rolls of Alabama is that over the dis- 
trict attorneyship of the middle district. 
The present occupant of that position,

SFHATOR EXPLAINS VOTE 


Thinks That Cuban Resolutions, as 
Adopted, Give United States 
Too Much Power in In- 
ternal Affairs of the 
Island.

Washington, February 2.—(Special.)— 
Most of the democratic members of the 
Senate, or a Jarge number of them, would 
have voted for the Cuban proposition em- 
bodied in Senator Platt’s amendment to 
the army bill, -had that amendment been 
changed in one slight respect. This was 
the phrase relative to mutual agrecment 
between the two governments in the 
clause providing for the execution of plans 
for* the sanitation of the cities. Even 
with this clause in, several senators ar- 
gued with their colleagues that it would 
be wiser to vote for the original proposi- 
tion which, in the main, met with their 
approval, but the republicans would not 
allow any change and a majority of the 
democrats thought it best that they 
should vote against the Platt amendment 
when it came to the final test. 

Senator Clay urged that the change 


guggested in the fifth section be made 


and, after efforts to secure this change 
failed, he decided to vote against the 
whole business. 

Position of Senator Clay. 

In briefly explaining his position before 
the final vote was taken, Senator Ciay 
said: ~*~ 

“Since the amendment. offered by the 
senator from Arkansas to the fifth para- 
graph of this amendment has been voted 
down, I dcem it just to myse!f that I 
should take about two minutes in ex- 
plaining the reasons why I shall vote 
against this amendment. I do not enter- 
tain the same views in regard to Cum 
that I do in regard to thp Philippine 
islands, As an original proposition, if 
the people of the island of Cuba were to 
ask to be annexed to the United States, 
with the lights that I have before me 
now, I would vote in favor of the annéxa- 
tion of Cuba to the United States, but 
we made a sacred promise and pledge on 
our part that we would not interfere 
with the affairs of the island of Cuba and 
I do not believe that we can adopt this 
entire amendment and carry out in good 
faith the promise which we made to the 
isiand of €uba. . 

“If you take the third paragraph of the 

ment it enables the government of 


‘the United States to go to the island of ' 


Cuba every time there is an insurrection 
there for the purpose of suppressing it, 
and, consequently, wé can send our sol- 
dierg there every year for the purpose of 
maintaining what we may believe to bé 
@ good government there. It will be in- 
directly the United States carrying’ en a 
government in the island of Cuba, 


Believes Annexation Will Come. 


“T believe that the time will come when 
the people of the isiand of Cuba will ask 
to be annexed to the United States. I 
belleve the way for us to expect to bring 
about this result is to be just and to 
carry out the promises which we have 


>» made to the people of Cuba, This will 


lead to good feeling between those people 
and our governmeypt and will finally re- 
gult in the island of Cuba being annexed 
to’ our government. But I believe that a 
nation ought to carry out all of its prom- 


ises, and when we insert in- this amend-f 


ment that we reserve the right to go 
there and interfere in their interna] af- 
faira, ta see to it that they shall main- 
tain, I say, a good government there, we 
practically take charge of their interna] 
Gffairs. If that amendment had been 
adopted I would have voted in favor of 
the proposition offered by the senator 
from Connecticut (Mr, Platt) for the rea- 
sons I have stated. 
against the amendment.’’

ATTACK ON MERRY-MAKERS 


While Washingtcn’s Birthday Was 
Being _ CeleBrated, Catbalogan 
Was Raided — Insurzents 
Are Driven Off with 
Loss. 


Manila, February 2.—A band of seventy 
armed insurgents entered the town of 
Suog, in the province of South Ilocos, Lu- 
zon, where they killed one native and ab- 
ducted five. At midnight of the same 


day they attacked the town of Santa. 


Maria, burning fifty houses. The insurg- 
ents were repulsed by the Americans, who 
had one man wounded, one native scout 
and two civilians were killed. The in- 
surgents retreated to the mountains, 


closely pursued. Their losses were not 
learned. 


There were festivities at the town 
of Catalogan, on the Island of Sacar, 
under the auspices of the federal party, 
on the occasion of Washington's birth- 
day. That evening during the festivities 
the insurgents attacked the town in force, 
but were quickly driven away in disorder. 
There were no American casualties. It 
{fs rumored that the insurgents from 
neighboring islands are concentrhting on 
the Island of Samar. 

Plans of Conservatives. 

The projectors of the conservative party 
have asked the American Philippine com- 
mission to inspect their platform, but 
Judge Taft postponed action in the mat- 
ter until Thursday. They subsequently 
visited General MacArthur and outlined 
to him their programme, saying that the 
ultimate views of the party would be sub- 
mitted and would in no way conflict with 
the princip‘e of American sovereignty. 
General MacArthur responded that any 
Philippine party, under the present cir- 
cumstances, should have the establish- 
ment of peace throughout the islands for 
its primary object, and advised the avoid- 
ing of the discussion of other political 
principles until peace should be declared. 
He said the situation today did not’ per- 
mit the encouragement of extreme party 
ideas. The conservatives are apparently 
receiving encouragement from _ those 
church authorities who oppose the federal 
party. 

The ports of Inabango and Quindulman, 
on the Island of Bohol, have been closed 
to inter-island commerce on account of 
the withdrawal of American troops. 

The news that the Spooner amendment 
rrohibits the sale of land, timber and min- 
ing concessions has alarmed those here 
who are dependent upon such concessions 
for their business success, Three cham- 
‘bers of commerce of Manila, the interna- 
tional, the Spanish and the American, are 
wiring protests. Many business men in 
the Philippines are awaiting the inaugu- 
ration ef civil government to apply for 
railway timber and mining concessons. 

Government Cable. 

The government cables has been finished 
to the Island of Jolo, in the Sulu group, 
and messages are now transmitted to all 
the southern islands. The cable system 
now connects Panay, Negros, Cebu, Leyte, 
Samar, Mindanao and Jolo, and messages 
are conveyed by means of the heliograph 
from Bohol to ithe north end of -the Is- 
Jand of Mindoro. 

It is said upon good authority that the 
recommendations of the military board 
of claims in the matter of testing the 
question of the allowance of claims for 
damages to property resulting from the 
military operations in the Philippines will 
be sent to Washington HY mail tomorrow 
for reference to congress. The recommen- 
dation of the board claims that the claim 
of Holman & Co,, a Swiss firm doing busi- 
ness at ILloflo, on Panay islaid, be disal- 
lowed, has been approved by General Mac- 
Arthur. None of these claims for dam- 
ages have been allowed, with the excep- 
tion of a few minor ones in which the 
circumstances were peculiar or exception- 
al; these have been paid from the insular 
funds.

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REGAL POMP AND CEREMONY TO MARK 
INAUGURATION OF M’KINLEY 


SECOND. 


Washington, February 28.—The prepara- 
tions for the inauguration of President 
McKinley next Monday are rapidly near- 
ing completion. Washington expects the 
biggest ‘crowd she. has seen in many 
years. Pennsylvania avenue will be il- 
luminated during three nights, the 4th, 
5th and 6th of March, as rarely before, 
anda special feature will be made of that 
part extending from Fifteenth street to 
Seventeenth street on the north front of 
the white house grounds. This sec- 
tion has been designated as the ‘“‘court of 
honor,’’ and many spécial features of il- 
luminations will be introduced. The 
circular drive in front of the executive 
mansion 4s included in this grand scheme 
of illumination, and a large force of 
workmen has been éngaged for two weeks 
or more in the erection of pillars of class- 
ic shape at frequent intervals along this 
drive. From these pillars novel effects 
in electric illumination will be displgyed 
and it is expected that the court of honor 
wll surpass in beauty anything of the 
kind ever before attempted in this coun- 
try, and certainly in Washington. 

The government buldings are being 
specially deccrated. The training ship 
Dixie, which is flagship of the fiset or- 
dered to take part in the inaugural cere- 
monies, left Hampton Roads this morning 
for Alexandria. The old warship Hart- 
ford also is within abcut the same dis- 
tance of the capital. These two vessels 
probably will anchor off Alexandria to- 
night or tomorrow morning. The J,an- 
easter and Topeka undcubtedly will reach 
the same rendezvous Saturday. It has 
been decided at the navy department to 
keep the vessels off Alexandria and to 
bring their crews to this city by ferry 
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heats, The tig monitor Puritan is at the 
Washington navy yard and wil] remain 
there until after the nauguration. vs 

Representatives of the various veteran 
organizations, who yesterday through 
General Daniel Sickles declined to par- 
ticipate in the inaugural ceremones be- 
cause they were dissatisfied with the 
place assigned them in the parade, today 
Geclined an offer of Grand Marsha] Gen- 
eral Francis V.-Greene to send a:guard of 
honor of twenty men frqm each local 
post to act as an escort to the president. 
The veterans declined to have any part in 
the ceremonies unless this invitation were 
extended to all members of the veteran 
organizations, both local and vsiting, 
from other oities.

Louis and San Francisco, it was said that 
the majority interest in the Memphis road 
was purchased for the 'Friseco by H. Clay 
Pierce of St. Louis, of J. and W. Selig- 
man & Co.: J. Kennedy Tod & Co. and 
Clair & Co.. of New York, banking houses.

Washington, February 28.—The house 
cleared the decks today of a number of 
important conference reports without 
much difficulty. The conference report 
on the war revenue reduction bill proved 
generally acceptable to both sides and was 
adopted without division. Mr. 
son, the minority leader, acquiesced in it 
as the best that could be done, although 
he stated that the minority still believed 
the war taxes should be reduced $70,000,000. 

Final reports on the diplomatic and con- 
sular and agricultural] bills were adopted. 
The major part of the day was given 
to the bill to promote the efficiency of the 
revenue cutter service.

He 
said it might ultimately involve an ex- 
penditure of $25,000,000 per annum.

Throughout his early training—as, Iin- 
deed, throughout his life—he was noted 
for his bravery, intelligence and quick- 
ness of decision. In personal appearance, 
in personal behavior, in personal con- 
duct, he was unifornly a gentleman, al- 
though straps shone not on his shoul- 
ders. 

He was passed to the chief gunship with 
a faultless record. 

He plotted the defense of Rio de Ja- 
neiro so satisfactorily that he was prais- 
ed by the navy department. 

He won for the United States navy the 
international marksmanship medal dur- 
ing the Victoria jubilee. 

He again won the marksmanship prize 
in the United States competition. 

He was transferred to the 
Maine when it went to Havana, but on 
account of delay in the transmission of 
papers was not aboard the ship at the 
time of the disaster. e 

He was the chief reliance of the Maine 
investigation committee in Havana har- 
bor and held the record among the divers 
who took part in that work. 

He fired the first gun of the Spanish 
war at the bombardment of San Juan. 

He was intrusted with tne fitting out of 
the Merrimac before Hobson took her to

be sunk in the entrance of Santiago har- 
bor. 

When Rear Admiral Sampson planned 
to force an entrance to Santiago harbor, 
Gunner Morgan was put in command of 
the expedition by which two small 
launches were to make the desperate 
venture of countermining the torpedoes 
of that dangerous channel. 

He was the only officer of the United 
States navy who was given a sword by 
his townspeople during the course of the 
war. 

He was given a sword and a diamond 
medal by the people of New Orleans; a 
sword by tne eitizens of Erie, Pa.; a 
sword by the citizens of New York, and 
another sword by friends of his in New 
Jersey. 

At the risk of his life he rescued in a 
runaway accident members of Senator 
Matthew Stanley Quay's family. 

While stationed at Newport, R. I., he 
was made secretary of the Laurence 
Club, and was a welcome guest at: the 
Belmont-Vanderbilt wedding. 

On February 13, 1901, he modestly made 
application fo? promotion to the rank of 
ensign in the United States navy. 

“I served on the flagship New York 
during your command of the fleet; you 
will know. whether my abilities, . what- 
ever they may be, are of such merit as 
to warrant mein filling the position of 
ensign,’’ he wrote in his letter to Rear 
Admiral Sampson. “If in your estima- 
tion I am worthy of this position, I 
should be most grateful to you if you 
will recommend me to the department.” 

On February l4th Rear Admiral Samp- 
son refused to indorse favorably Mor- 
gan’s application for promotion on the 
ground that Morgan “had not had the 
social advantages that are a requisite for 
a commissioned officer.’’

He Was Playing a Guitar and Sing- 
ing When Summoned to the 
Death Chamber—He Left 
No lIast Messages 

to Friends. — 


Columbus O., February 23.—With no 
diminution of his wonderful nerve he 
has shown since his arrest for the pre- 
meditated murder of Charles Lane last 
August, Rosslyn Ferrell, at 12:06 this 
morning, walked calmly to the electréc 
chair and explated his crime. 

Up until 7:30 o'clock yesterday evening 
Ferrell was in company with his three 
brothers in his room at: the_péni 
At that time the brothers were as to 
retire and Rev. Fathers O'Reilly and 
Kelly entered the room and remained 
with the condemned man until he was 
“ronounced dead. They had administered 
the sacraments in the early part of the 
evening, and the rite had scarcely been 
concluded whén Ferrell proposed a game 
of checkers with one of the clergy- 
men. 


Tiring of this after a time, he plaved 
his guitar and sang until he was sum- 
moned to the death chamber. He walked 
into the room as calm as if he were 
merely a s~ectator. His face did not 
‘change color and his steps were strong 
and resolute. He was asked if he had 
‘any last messages, arid replied in a voice 
ifull of streneth and without a tremor: 
| “f have nothing to aay.” 

The current was turned on and at 12:09 
Ferrell was declared dead.

” The: menace of the Cuban situation 
ig one in which the gulf and the south 
Atlantic states are more particularly 
interested, though the ultimate dan- 
ger extends to the whole United States. 

The danger from Cuba is both exter- 
nal and internal. As an independent 
nation, assuming to treat the United 
States with no more consideration than 


it would give to any other nation, the 
Cuban ‘contention is untenable. When 


‘Spain was endeavoring to suppress op- 


position to her legitimate authority, 
the Cubans were very persistent in 
their contention that the United States 
had a right to interfere. They sought 
te move the United States from its 
Proper position of neutrality. They 
invaded the United States by thou- 
sands, taking out, in an insincere man- 
ner, papers of citizenship, in order that 


| ‘they might, by claiming their alleged 
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rights,.embroil our country.in a war 
‘with Spain. They made our cities head- 
quarters for plotting against a friendly 
government, thus violattmg the law of 
their domicile. Finally, the United 
States was rushed into war with Spain 
because of the sinking of the Maine. 

If it was so much in order for the 
United States to intervene then, why is 
not the plea equally good today or to- 
morrow? The United States is cer- 
tainly entitled to the first considera- 
tion in whatever happens, and her right 


' ‘of place in either war or peace must be 
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‘made paramount to that of any other 
nation. Cuba should not be permitted

efit, in return for which we have every 
right to insist that Cuba shal] permit 
this country to be placed at no disad- 
vantage as the result of its indepen- 
dence. 

This question is not political, but na- 
tional. The injection of partisan ani- 
mus into it is.altogether out of piace, 
just as reprehensible in democrats as 
it is th republicans. The people of the 
south should demand relief from the 
internal danger of Cuba, and the 
United States should be placed where 
external questions will not threaten. 

With this limitation, let Cuba be 
free! 
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‘An Evil Which Must Be Met. 

The growing pension evil, like that 
of the damage fiend, is assuming such 
proportions that it must be met at 
some time, in the interest of the peo- 
ple at large, who have the-pension bills 
to pay. 

The Constitution has had occasion 
heretofore to refer to one of the diffi- 
culties of the situation, of which the 
pension brigade took full advantage. 
When the civil war closed the south- 
ern congressmen were readmitted un- 
der a cloud. If they antagonized pen- 
sion bills, they wonld be taunted with 
enmity toward “the veteran who had 
saved. the union.” The result was that 
the solid southern vote stood at the 
command of every pension raid organ- 
ized upon the treasury. That the time 
should. eventually come when they 
could vote upon the intrinsic merits of 
each bill. was longed for, but it never 
could come until the northern people 
themselves would awake to the nature 
of the attacks upon the public treasury. 

The Boston Transcript, representing 
the most extreme republican opinion of 
Massachusetts, seems to have reached a 
platform on which a southern news- 
paper may be excused for joining it. 
Under the caption of “Insatiate Pen- 
sioners,” The Transcript says: 

If congress reads the speech which 
Commander in Chief Rassieur, of the &. 
A. R.,-delivered in this city the other 
day, it may justly reflect on how much 
sharper than a serpent’s tooth it is to 
have a thankless ‘‘veteran.’’ Both houses 
of congress have passed special pension 
bills at more than the rate of a mile a 
minvte. The chairmen of the several 
penson committees have pleaded with im- 
patient colleagues to go slower in seni- 
ing private pension bills tu them. Dockets 
are weighed down with them. Work as 
the house will, it cannot expect to do bet- 
ter than to ! :ss 183 of these measures 
in an afterncon, as it did recently. And 
still the insatiate Rassieur calls for more. 

The “more’ that wll satisfy the Ras- 
sleur element is the passage of a bill 
creating the proposed court of pension 
appeals, a tribunal to which applicants 
may appeal from the decision of the com- 
missioner of pensions. There is under ex- 
isting law an appeal open to applicants, 
to a board. of. officials of the interivr de- 
partment, but this dees not satisfy the 
element that is clamorous for a regular 
court. The project for such a court is 
dead for the present session, but there 
is no saying that fit will not be revived in 
the next. It would be a high .galaried 
tribunal with one or more of its members 
a G. A. R. man, and would be a court. 
Secretary Hitchcock -has antagonized it 
wth a proposal to be allowed to certify a 
certain numbec of appeals to the exist- 
ing court of appeals, but this is vigor- 
ously opposed by the element which 
wents a. new tribunal. 

Representative ‘Calderhead, of Kansas, 
has raised a point of constitutional law 
against the creation of the proposed court 
of pension appeals. He cites decisions of 
the supreme court of the United States 
that such ‘“‘courts’”’ are ‘rot courts at all, 
but are simply boards of audit, their 
members being without real judicial pow- 
er. Constitutionality does not trouble the 
pension raiders, thovgh they have made 
an attempt to show that Mr. Calderhead 
is wrong. They want the court, but what 
they want more is the removal of Pen- 
sion Commissioner Evans, 

Even before the.day of Mr. Rassieur, 
his predecessor, Colonel Shaw, in an- 
swering the objection that the treasury 
had been emptied, cried out: “Issue 
bonds. Let the future pay tribute to 
our boys.” Thus it will be seen that 
Mr. Rassieur has come into an inher- 
itance upon which recent presidents, 
beginning with Mr. Harrison, have had 
to place a veto. Will The Transcript 


from the south fully admit the obliga- 
tion of paying such pensions to the real 
veterans of the union army as public 
recognition justifies, and then grant to 
them honesty of purpose in fighting 
evident schemes to plunder the treas- 
ury, even though they be labeled “Pen- 
sions?” The people of all sections 
who .have to work..for a living want 
exemption from growing burdens. No 
sooner do they find themselves weight- 
ed down With one class of pensioners 
than others appear to keep up the raid, 
and the country is being divided into 
two sharp classes—pension payers and 
pension receivers. 

If such newspapers as The Tran- 
script will do their duty in this matter, 
they can do excellent service to the 
country.

infantry, now in the Philippines, reached 
Atlanta yesterday morning, after recelv- 
ing their discharges at San Francisco 
last Saturday. 

J. W. Turner, whose home is near At- 
lanta, and who has a number of friends 
in the olty, expressed considerable pleas- 
ure at being once more at home. He 
stated that he found little pleasure in 
service in the Philippines and that for 
the most part the troops in the American 
army felt much as he did. 


“Within a week after ‘our regiment 
reached Manila,” said -Privaté Turner, 
“we were on the firing line, and from 
that time on until our departure from 
the Philippines the service was active 
enough to satisfy any one.”’ 

The Thirty-seventh for a large part of 
the time was at Los Banas, on the Pas- 
sig river, where the famous hot springs 
of the Philippines are located. 

“Los Banas,”’ said Private Turner, “‘is 
the favorite resort of the Philipine islands 
and the mecca for the rich people of Ma- 
nila. The water bubbling from these 
springs is said to be the hottest in the 
world—several degrees hotter, I believe, 
than the water at Hot Springs, Ark. 
Eggs will boil hard in the springs in two 
minutes and thirty seconds. I know 
whereof I speak, because for a part of 
the time we were stationed at the place 
I was forced to do the cooking for my 
company and I always boiled what eggs 
we had in the hot springs.”’ 

Both Private Turner and A. 8. Moss 
State that their visit to the Philippines 
Showed them all they want to see of war 
for some time to come. Both agreed that 
the outcome of the struggle in the islands 
would continue to be doubtful until the 
United States inaugurated a more rigor- 


ous policy in dealing with the so-called 
“‘Amigos.”’

LOCAL RECORDS 


Loss Was the 
Greatest. 


HE month- of February, which 
‘hs closed yesterday, was a record jolter 

for the fire department of Atlanta. 
The highest previous number of alarnis 
was made to look insignificant by the 
number that smashed the record and 
kept Chief Joyner’s men busy for the full 
twenty-eight days. Alarms of fire an- 
swered by the department during Febru- 
ary number 81, which beats the former 
record by 14. 

The new record comes *ithin twenty- 
four fires of amounting to the total num- 
ber of calls answered by thé fire depart. 
ment during the entire twelve months of 
the first year Chief Joyner had charge 


fof it. The previous record for calls was 
1897, ° 


made in the month of February, 
every day of which was dry and windy. 
But this new precederit has been made 
during some of the coldest, rainy days 
of the year. The old record gave the 
largest number of calls at 67. 

It was in 1885 thet Chief Joyner was 
first placed in charge of the men wh” 
fight fires, and during the first twelve 
months of his admin{8tration his men an- 
swered 105 fire aluryhs. Since that time 
the city has grown and spread forth until 
the firemen a‘’e now regularly called upon 
to make more than that number in two

months time, and occasionally less than 


two, 

The largest number of calls answered 
any one day during February has been 
10, although in twenty-four hours the de- 
partment was forced to answer 16 alarms. 
The daily record for the month does not 
exceed that now on the books, but the 
number is quite formidable looking. 

The property loss for the month prob- 
vbly exceeds that of any previous month. 
An estimate can hardly be made, how- 
ever, on account of the fact that the ex- 
tent of the recent fire on Loyd street has 
not yet been nearly determined. Chief 
Joyner is confident that the record was. 
brceken in this line, hovvever. 

Yesterday the department was called 
upon.to answer eight alarms. None re- 
‘sulted in much damage. During the 
morning the hall of the Red Men, at the 
corner of Broad and Alabama streats, 
caught afite. The paraphernaliagof the 
lodge was damaged. Later the mén were 
called to a fire on the roof of a house at 
171 N. Jackson street, the property of 
Mrs. A. E. Stephens. The rcof of this 
dwelling was badly damaged. ° Last night 
a still alarin called the department to 7% 
Broad street, where the shop of Wells 
Sign Company was ablaze. This was 
quickly extinguished without any dam- 
age.

MOODY HAS MANIA. 
10 FORGE CHECKS 


Young Man Arrested for Forgery Was 
Adjudged Insane. 


IS VERY REMARKABLE CASE 


} 
He Was Offered Moffey, but Seemed 
To Prefer Forging Checks. 


'MIND AFFECTED SINCE. HIS YOUTH 


Was Thrown from Horse and His 
Skull Fractured—Also Smoked 
Cigarettes Incessantly. — 


Ralls Moody, the young man who was- 
arrested by city detectives on the charge 
of forgery, was tried before Ordinary 
Wilkinson yesterday afternoon on a writ 
of lunacy and adjudged insane. This 
proceeding will stop the criminal prosecu- 
tion and thé young man will be sent to 
the state insane asylum for treatment. 

Moody does not appear to be violent, 
but it was developed by the evidence that 
he has &@ mania for forging checks, About 
100 forged checks were tendered in evi- 
dence, they having been signed by young 
Moody. It was shown that he practiced 
this wholesale forgery, notwithstanding 
the fact that his brother testified that he 
had a good home, had plenty of clothes 
and that he had offered to furnish him 
money. 

Several witnesses were introduced, 
among whom were Detective R. S. Oz- 
born, one of the arresting officers, and 
Bicycle Policemen Jones and Martin. All 
of,the witnesses testified that they were 
satisfied the mind of the young man is 
unbalanced. The parents, brother and 
cousin of Moody told of his actions for 
some time past, all going to show that he 
is not mentally responsible for his acts. 

It was stated that Moody had been 
thrown from a horse when he was twelve 
years old and his skull fractured, since 
which time his mind has feen affected, 
and that he had réceived a fall from a 
bicycle also. It was shown that he is an 
excegsive cigarette smoker. Mrs. Moody 
testified that the last thing her son does 
on retiring and the first thing he does in 
the morning is to smoke a cigarette./She 
said that he even sometimes smoked 
cigarettes in bed at night. 

The brother of young Moody also testj- 
fied thgt the young man had rented an 
office to conduct a big business, but that 
he had no business, whatever. It was 
also shown that he had advertised for a 
stenographer for this supposed business, 
offering to pay q salary of $100 per month. 

The brother stated that young Moody 
had been given several good positions, 
but that he would not hold them for 
more than a day or so before he would 
forge checks or do something else of like 
character. The officers testified that they 
believed Moody’s mind is unbalanced. It 
was stated by the brother that the young 
map had been considerable expense to his 
family, as a result of his mania for for- 
eery. He said that all of the moncy 
called for by the checks had been re- 
stored with the exception of $20 or $30. 

This case is one of the most remarkatle 
that has been before the ordinary’s court 
in some time. 

The parents deny the statement in an 
afternoon paper to the effect that they 
have endeavored to secure the young 
man’s release on bond, They say they 
realize that he was insane and that they 
did not want him released while he was 
in that corfdition.

Insanity Plea in Superior Court Had 
To Be Withdrawn Before Prison 
Commission Would Act. 

His Fifth Respite Ex- 
pived Today. 


The shadow of the gallows no longer 
hovers over James L. Baker, the convict- 
ed wife murderer; he will, instead of?suf- 
fering death, serve a life sentence in the 
penitentiary. 

Governor Candler Yesterday, upon rec- 
ommendation of the prison commission, 
commuted Baker’s sentence to one of 
imprisonment for life, and thus ifs 
brought to a close a case which has 
almost constantly occupied the attention 
of the courts and the public for the last 
six months. 

Few men have approached nearer to 
death on the gallows and escaped than 
did Baker. Five times was the day set 
for his execution as the punishment for 
the murder of his wife, and as many 
times was a respite granted by the gov- 
ernor, prolonging his life until counsel 
could exhaust every legal effort in be- 
half of their condemned client. 

The fifth respite granted to Baker ex- 
pired today, and today between the legal 
hours Baker would have met his doom 
had it not been for the intervention of 
executive clemency. The possibility of 
continuing the case in the courts on the 
insanity plea had been removed, and 
had the decision of the prison commis- 
sion and the governor been adverse, Ba- 
ker’s executiOn would have been certain. 

The prison commission heard argument 
on the case Wednesday. The members 
of the commission refused to consider 
the case unless the insanity proceedings 
pending in the criminal branch of the 
superior court were dismissed. The rule 
of tha commission is that it will not con- 
sider a case for executive clemency un- 
til it has finally. been disposed of by 
the courts. Acting -in accordance with 
this condition, Attorneys King & Ander- 
son, Lee J. Langley and Lewis 
Thomas yesterday had dismissed the in- 
sanity proceedings pending before Judge 
Candler, which removed from Baker's 
path his last hope except in the action 
of the prison commission and the gOV- 
ernor. 

Order Commuting Sentence. 

Fortunately for Baker, the action of the 
prison commission was favorable to his 
plea. A revort recommending commuta- 
tion of sentence which is incorporated 
in the order of the governor was made 
by the prison commission, and later in 
the day Governor Candler issued the fol- 
lowing order: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office, Atlanta. ~ 
February 28, 190!.—In Re, James L. Baker, 
application for executive clemency. 

The applicant, James L. Baker was convicted 
at the spring term, 1900, of the superior court 
of Fulton county of the offense of murder and 
was sentenced to be hanged. The prison com- 
mission recommend a commutation of sentence 
to life imprisonment for the following reasons: 

“This defendant was placed upon trial with- 
in less than one week after the crime was com- 
mitted, was convicted and sentenced to death. 
After the trial, his: counsel learned from citi- 
zens in a distant city, where defendant was 
born and raised, that he was there considered 
mentally unbalanced and irresponsible. A mo- 
tion for a-new trial was made, one of the 
grounds being that the defendant was insane 
at the time of the homicide, which was over- 
ruled, and on exceptions taken thereto, thé 
Supreme court affirmed the judgment of the 
lower court, Application was then made to 
the commission to recommend a commutation 
of sentence to life imprisonment, which was 
declined on the showing made, Immediately 
an application under the statute was madewo 
the judge of the superior court to have his 
present condition passed upon by a jury to 
determine if he was then sane, Pending the 
determination of this issue, defendant has 
been several times reprieved by the governor, 
The jury impaneled under the last proceed- 
ing, after a long and tedious hearing arid after 
having the issue under consideration for sev- 
eral days, were unable to agree, and a mis- 
trial was declared, which left the matter still 
penging in court and undetermined, Applica- 
tion for commutation was then renewed, which 
the commission refused to act wpon as long 
as the application for trial as to sanity re- 
mained undisposed of, or was pending in the 
court. Counsel for the defendant having now 
dismissed their case in the court, which fact 
has been certified by the clerk thereof, this 
recommendation is now made, 

‘‘The record, in the opinion of the commis- 
sion, shows defendant to have been legally 
responsible for the crime at the time of its 
commission, and this responsibility exists now; 
but it also shows that he is a person of a 
very low order of intellect, with a moral 
sensibility so dwarfed and dull that it is not 
thought proper that he should suffer the ex- 
treme penalty. Thi§ opinion is shared by 
the judge who presided at the trial, the solici- 
tor general who prosecuted him, the jury which 
convicted him, the jury in the lunacy pro- 
ceeding which made a mistrial, and by hun- 
dreds of the best citizens of the community 
in which he formally lived, and where the 
crime was committed, who have known him 
for years, all of whom strongly urge this 
clemency.’’ 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing facts and 
recommendations, it is ordered: That Ahe sen- 
tence of the said James L. Baker be and the 
same is hereby commuted to life imprison- 


ment in the penitentiary.

The commutation of Baker’s sentence 
is a great victory for the attorneys who 
have represented him and who have la- 
bored incessantly to save the criminal’s 
neck. When convicted promptly after 
the commission of his terrible crime, 
after a hard fight in his behalf by Mr. 
Langley, avplication for clemency was 
made to the vrison commission and re- 
fused. The refusal was approved by the 
governor, and it began to look very blue 
for Baker. 

Then the insanity plea came up accom- 
panied by respite after respite owing to 
various delays in bringing the case to 
trial.

Since the insanity trial the attorneys 
have worked dili~ently to get the prison 
commission to take up and pass on the 
case. Thev finally consented to do so on 
condition that the insanity plea ‘e dis- 
missed, which was done’ as stated. 

Baker was informed last fiight of the 


governor’s action and his rescue almost 
from the jaws of death. The excitement 
of his joy was great, for he had almost 
given up hope. Baker knew nothing of 
these last efforts made in his behalf un- 
til informed that the work had been com- 
pleted and that he was to be allowed to 
live. 

Baker’s crime is well remembered. Ex- 
cited by an insane jealousy of his wife. 
who had left him after a quarrel, he 
went to the house of a Mrs. Payne. 
where she was stopping, at No. 17 Ken- 
nesaw avenue, and renewing the quarrel, 
pulled a pistol and fired. The woman 
was killed, though no one else in the 
room was hurt. Baker declared on the 
trial that he did not intend to kill his 
wife, but a man who was with her at 
the time.

One-third

SERIOUS DILEMMA FOR 
OWNERS OF PROPERT 


Would Mean an Increase in Total 
’ Premiums Paid in. Atlanta of 
Something Like $150,000. 
Sub-Station for Reg- 
istration. 


Water bonds or higher insurance rates 
—these are the two horns of a dilemma 
that is now_very sharply confronting 
the people of Atlanta. 

The increase in Atlanta’s insurance 
rates in the event of the failure of the 
water bonds will be no mean one; it will 
be 331-3 per cent on all’ business within 
the fire limits of the city. 

The representatives. of the insurance 
companies doing business in Atlanta have 
held a conference among themselves on 


account of the recent severe’fire in which, 


about half a million dollars’ worth of 
property was swept away. It was held 
for the purpose of discussing a situation 
that threatened their interests. 


It was decided at that conference to | 


await the result of the coming water 
bond election, and in the event the issue 
is defeated, to ralse the insurance rates 
in Atlanta one-third. 

Each property owner can easily calcu- 
late what this will mean to him. If he 
is paying 30 cents per $100 for his insur- 
ance, it means his premium would be in- 
creased to 40 cents. It would thus affect 
the insurance on all risks which are now 
considered to have the full benefits of the 
fire department. It would affect all of the 
‘property in the business section of the 
city and much of that in the principal 
residence sections. 

It is estimated that the amount paid 
in insurance premiums in Atlanta is be- 
tween $400,000 and $500,000 annually. An 
increase of one-third throughout the city, 
therefore, would’ mean the payment an- 
nually of something like $660,00. The price 
of insurance on the Equitable building, for 
instance, is said to be 35 cents per $100. 
If insured for $1,000,000, its total premium 
would be $2,500, which, increased ope- 


third, would be $4,666. This is given as a | 


eoncreté example of the situation that 
confronts property owners in the event 
the water bonds are defeated. 

This decision of the Atlanta insurance 
men is their own, and was reached in the 
interests of the companies they repre- 
sent. . It was made independently of any 
association, and is caused by the serious 
situation that confronts them due to iIn- 
adequate fire protection as demonstrated 
by the fire on the Markham house block. 

The insurance men decline to talk about 
their action; it is with. them a purely 
business matter.' A@lanta, they say, 
has been for a long time, given the ad- 
vantage of the lowest insurance rates. 
The reason for that lies in the presence 
ef inadequate facijities to handle fires. 
Now that it has been demonstrated that 
those facilities are not adequate, there 
must be improvement or the low rates 
cannot be maintained.

A fire department without water 
fs Hike an army without powder. impressive 
on parade but of no value when needed. Of 
what use is it to maintain an expensive fire 
department; have the brasswork glisten and the 
horses well groomed if the ammunition is en- 
tirely insufficient? Meanwhile,. the under- 
writers should see that fire insurance rates 
should properly discriminate between those 
localities which furnish proper fire proteetion 
and those that do not. It is an imposition on 
communities which ‘spend money on proper 
water supplies to make them practically pav 
for the losses in the reckless cities, The 
equitable apportioning of the fire insurance 
tax is a duty which the underwriters owe the 
public, and it should not-be disregarded. 
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DEPOT HEARING 
CONCLUDES TODAY 


Introdugtion of Evidence Closes and 
Argument Begins. 


TWO SPEECHES YESTERDAY 


Alderman Pierce, in Second Affida- 
vit, Says Depot Is Unsanitary. 


REBUTTAL EVIDENCE BY BOTH SIDES 


Railroad Officials Submit Affidavits 
Rebutting Allegations in Affi- 
davit of Attorney B. Smith. 


Argument was begun yesterday in the 
depot injunction case and the hearing 
will be concluded today. The case has 
been in progress before Judge Lumpkin 
since Monday and a great mass of affi- 
davit evidence has been introduced. Ow- 
ing to this fact it will probably be several 
days before Judge Lumpkin will render 
his decision. 

Four arguments will be made in the 
case, two on each stde. Judge Dorsey 
opened the argument for the railroads 
yesterday morning and he was followed 
by City Attorney Mayson, for the city. 
Assistant City Attorney Hill will speak 
this morning for the city and Attorney 
John L. Tye will conclude for the rail- 
Toads. 

Both Judge Dorsey and City Attorney 
Mayson made able and eloquent speeches 
and both presented their side of the case 
in the best light possible. The argu- 
ments went thoroughly into the different 
details of the case and a number of au- 
thorities were cited by the attorneys to 
substantiate their claims. , 

The first portion of the session yester- 
day morning was consumed with the in- 
troduction of rebuttal testimony by both 
sides. A feature of this testimony was 
an affidavit from Alderman George Y. 
Pierce, in which he rebutted hig affidavit 
previously presented. Dr. Pierce is a 
member of the board of health and the 
first affidavit stated that he had exam- 
ined the depot and did not think the 
floor was unsanitary. In the . second 
affidavit Dr. Pierce states that he did 
not fully understand the nature of the 
first affidavit and he expressed the opin- 
jon that the depot flooring is unsani- 
tary. 

The railroads also presented affidavits 
from President Wickersham,of the Atlan- 
ta and West Point railroad; Charley 
Harman, of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and President Egan, of the 
Central railroad, to rebut a portion of 
the affidavit of Attorney Burton Smith. 
The statements in the affidavit of Attor- 
ney Smith, to the effect that these offi- 
cials had recognized the condition of the 
depot flooring as bad and had stated that 
ft should be improved, was denied.

City Clerk Campbell and his department 
received the communication of the com- 
mittee, and the members also declared 
that the excellent showing made was 
largely due to the vigilance of Mr. Hun- 
ter, whose duty it is to see that all bus- 
inesses operated in Atlanta have a H- 
cense from the city.

On his return to London he married a 
prominent 4nd gifted woman, and at 
their home a number of Atlanta people 
visiting England have been delightfully 
entertained. Through business complica- 
tions, however, Dr. Momerie lost what- 
ever money he had, and on account of his

Number of Yoters Necessary To Carry 
a Bond Election. 


SUPREME COURT DECISIONS 


Wages of Street Car Conductors Can- 
not Be Garnished. 


HELD OPIATES DO MOT. INTOXICATE 


Man Not Allowed Divorce on Ground 
That His Wife Is a Mor- 
phine Fiend, 


The supreme court rendéred several de- 
cisions yesterday of more than passing 
importance. Some of them involve im- 
portant and interesting points of law not 
heretofore passed upon. : 

In the case of Floyd county against the 
state it was decided that In an election 
on the question of issuing county bonds 
two-thirds of the voters on the regular 
registration lists must vote in favor of 
them before they can be issued. Floyd 
county endeavored to issue $69,000 of bonds 
for improvements and to retire outstand- 
ing bonds. The vote in fayor of the issue 
was 2,060, while there were only % votes 
against them. The vote for the bonds, 
however, was less than two-thirds of the 
total number of qualified registered voters 
and the superior court of Floyd county 
deci4ed that the bonds could not be issued. 
The supreme court upholds this decision. 

In connection with this case the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether a county 
could issue. bonds at all for the purpose 
of retiring other bonds. This question is 
an intricate and interesting one, the su- 
preme court says, but owing to the fact 
that the county cannot issue any bonds 
at all under the election in question that 
feature was not passed upon, 

Classed as Laborers. 

In the case of J. H. Stuart against G. 
B. Poole, from the superior court of Rich- 
mond county, the supreme court, in re- 
versing the decision of the lower court, 
held that a street car conductor is a “‘la- 
borer’ within the meaning of section 4732 
of the civil code, and as such his wages 
are not subject to garnishment. 

This decision is an important one to 
conductors of street cars. They have 
never before been classified according to 
this section of the cude, and this is the 
first test case that has been made, In 
this decision street car conductors are 
differentiated from railroad conductors 
who are not classed as laborers and whose 
wages may be garnished. The supreme 
court holds that the work of a street car 
conductor is clearly tnat of a laborer, 
mental skill in the common acceptation 
of that term not being required in the per- 
formance of his duties. 

Does Morphine Intoxicate? 

The supreme court is of the opinion that 
legally there is no sucn thing as habitual 
intoxication as the result of taking mor- 
Phine or other opiates. 

George W. Ring brought suit against 
his wife, Mamie 8. Ring, in the superior 
court of Bibb county, on the ground of 
habitual intoxication, because of her al- 
leged intemperate use vt opium in various 
forms. He contend that she was, on 
this account, neglectful of him and that 
he had to leave her. 

Not only court decisions, but Webster's 
and the Century dictionary were drawn 
on to show that intoxication means a 
mental and physical state produced by 
indulgence in alcoholic liquors, and not 
by opiates of any kind. The statute pre- 
scribing habitual intoxication as a ground 
for divorce was enacted in 180, and at 
that time, the supreme court says, the 
opium habit was comparatively unknown. 
The supreme court is convineed that the 
legislature used the term in the sense of 
alcoholic drunkenness and ne other. It 
was never meant to include the use of 
opium or narcotics. 

The supreme court decided, therefore, 
that the court below did wrong in grant- 
ing a divorce to Ring because his wife 
used morphine. The use of morphine, 
therefore, no ratter in what quantity, 
can no longer be considered a ground for 
divorce in Georgia. 

Other Points Decided. 

Among other interesting decisions was 
one in the case of H. 8S. White against 
Screven county. White was chosen clerk 
to the tounty commissioners, and pald a 
salary as such. It was discovered that 
there was no law providing for such a 
clerk. He was sued for the amount paid 
him as salary and had to pay it back. 
He brought the case to the supreme court, 
which also decided against him, holding 
that he could not collect the salary. 

By the affirmation of the decision of 
Chatham superior court In the case of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad 
Company against the Postal Telegraph 
Compa all obstacles are removed 
against \the placing along the right 
of way of the railroad the wires 
of the telegraph company between 
Valdosta and Thomasville and Thomas- 
ville and Albany. The railroad company 
endeavored to prevent the condemnation 
of its property for this purpose, but was 
unsuccessful.

He asked 
for money, and I gave him all I had. He 
told me to cook him breakfast, ayd I did 
so, all the time thinking he would soon 
leave. He drank the whisky on the 
mantel. Then he tied my hands with 
a strap and fastened me so I could not 
move away from the bed. I was like 
a person in a dream, and felt powerless 
to move or cry out. I never heard the 
man enter the house, and he must have 
done so very noiselessly.”

Buchanan returned home from school. 
She saw a crowd of men standing about 
the gate to “her home and she looked at 
them with wide-open eyes. No one had 
told’ her of what had occurred. She 
paused at the gate to scan the faces of 
the excited groups on the sidewalk and 
then turned and ran into the house like, 
a frightened deer. —

EXCITED GROUP GATHERS 

NEAR THE RESIDENCE 

Yesterday at least three hundred people 
visited the Buchanan home and stepped 
long enough to discuss the affair. There 
was but one opinion, and that was some- 
thing had to be done and done.at once 
to protect the white womén in the city 
from negrc desperadoes. The numerous 
cases recently reported in which white 
women were assguited and. robbed by 
negroes on the street were cited. 

This last case, the excited citizens said, 
was worse than any that, had preceded it. 
Women and children, they argued, were 
no longer safe when left at home in the 
daytime, if such characters as the negro 
who mistreated Mrs. Buchanan were ak 
lowed to roam about the city. 

Some of the men talked lynching, some 
wanted more police protection and others 
were in'‘favor of the women and girls be- 
ing trained to handle firearms and to 
keep them ready at home and carry them 
when they went upon the streets. 

Among the citizens who went to No. 9% 
Spring street and took part in the “open 
air meetings’ which were held there dur- 
ing the day, were some of the foremost 
business men of the city. 

HOW CROWDS TALKED. 

At one time yesterdav afternoon fifty 
or sixty men were on Spring street be- 
tween Luckie and James streets, and they 
stood about in small knots talking with 
the deepest earnestness. A man jumped 
upon the low stone wall and cried out so 
-that all the men present could hear 
him: 

‘It’s either let our wives and daughters 
be made to suffer worse than death. or 
arm them and teach them how to shoot!’’ 

‘“‘Reorganize the Ku Klux Klan!” shout- 
ed out another citizen, and this was met 
with a hearty approval. 

Mrs. Buchanan at a late hour last night 
was reported as still being in a precari- 
ous condition. 

The affair was being talked about on the 
streets last evening, and it was evident 
to the police authorities that the people 
were stirred up more than they had been 
in Atlanta in many years. 

The hunt for the guilty negro will be 
kept up today, and as soon as Mrs. Bu-

State Cannot Collect Special Tax 
from Those Concerns. 


The six packing companies in Atlanta,

were yesterday fi. faed by Tax Collector 
A. P. Stewart to collect the increased tax 
provided by the last session of the leg- 
islature.. The money was paid and suit 
will likely be filed against Collector Stew- 


art within the next few days to recover 
the amount. 

The fi. fas. were served by Lucien 
Harris, who is connected with the tax 
collector's office, he Visiting the different 
establishments in company with Attor- 
ney T. A. Hammond, one of the attor- 
neys for the packing houses. The tax 
collected was $200 on each place of busi- 
ness, the amount having been increased 
from $100 to $200. ) 

Attorney Hammond, in speakir~ of the 
matter last night, stated that he did not 
want the impression to gain ground that 
the packing houses were endeavoring to 
escape the payment of any taxes of 
which they are justly due. He claims 
that the state canncf collect a special tax 
from the packing houses, as this ‘would 
be in violation of the interstate commerce 
law, and that the present fi. fas. are sim- 
ply for an individual tax. He says the 
fi. fas. were served on the head clerks 
of the establishments and that they will 
have to pay the tax and not the packing 
houses. 

He charges that the state is. endeavor- 
ing to collect a special tax from the 
packing houses in this manner, but that 
R® is simply a hardship being worked on 
the clerks of the concerns. He says the 
individuals on whom the fi. fas. were 
served are not even agents of the estab- 
lishments, but are clerks and are 
in any manner responsible for the taxes 
of the packing houses. These individ- 
uals, he said, had to borrow the money to 
pay the tax in order to prevent being 
placed in jail.
